Paris, Jan. 18.—Twenty-one owners 
of German coal mines in the Ruhr 
have been notified to appear before a 
French court m artial to explain w h* 
they refused to obey the orders of the 
Franco-Belglan-Italian industrial com­ 
mission to deliver coal for shipment to 
the allies, said a dispatch from Essen 
today. 
To Requisition Coal 
The French decided to requisition 
coal that has already been mined and 
the work of taking it over for ship­ 
ment to France and Belgium is under 
way. 
The French claim th at 150,000 tons 
of coal and an equal amount of coke 
Is due daily to the allies. 
From Tuesday night until last, night 
the French routed to France freight 
trains bearing 597 tons of coal and 5,- 
812 tons of Ruhr coke. 
French officers declare that (the 
number of troops in the Rhineland and 
Ruhr is insufficient and that more aro 
n e c e s s a r y to carry out the French 
program a nd to avoid trouble. ’iTiere 
are about fifty thousand troops 
on 
h a n d now. Officers said that about 
25,000 more are necessary. 
An officials representative of the 
German government, conferred with 
the coal section of the inter-allied re­ 
parations commission at Essen The 
outcome of the conference was not 
revealed.

mendations made by Governor Dona- 
hey in his message to the legislature. 
One would transfer the state auto­ 
mobile licensing departm ent from the 
secretary of state to the state peni­ 
tentiary under uirection of the wel­ 
fare department, and place the issu­ 
ance of licenses with county treas­ 
urers. The other would put teeth into 
the blue sky law. 
The automobile registration bill, in­ 
troduced by Representative Kennedy 
of Brown county, besides transferring 
automobile registration from the sec­ 
retary of state to the penitentiary, 
would change the date of issuing li­ 
censes from Jan. 1 to March 1. 
The 
county treasurer would issue the li­ 
censes and divide the fees between 
the state and couuty. 
He also would 
handle the transfer of machines from 
one owner to another, a function now 
performed by the clerk of courts. 
An amendm ent to the “blue sky” 
law was offered 
by Representative 
Fair of Holmes county. It would give 
the commissioner of securities power 
to compel attenditnce of witnesses 
and production of books by applicants 
to sell securities and also require cor­ 
porations dealing in securities to file 
aworn annual statem ents of outstand­ 
ing stock, inventory and liabilities. 
To T ransfer Money. 
Transfer of money now in the gen­ 
eral revenue fund to the state high­ 
way fund to make up for the $5,000,- 
000 collected annually heretofore by 
direct taxes, but which was abolished 
by the first bill passed by the present 
assembly, was provided by a bill intro­ 
duced by Representative Edwards of 
Cuyahoga county. The bill would mako 
$2,600,000 available from the general 
revenue fund for the latter part of 
this year and 
$5,100,000 
annually 
thereafter. 
A similar bill will be introduced 
soon to take care of the abolished 
levy for aid to weak school districts. 
That measure Is expected to provide 
for transfer of approximately $3,000,- 
000 annually from the general revenue 
fund to the weak school district fund, 
a sum alm ost double 
that derived 
heretofore from the state tax levy that 
was abolished by the same bill that 
abolished the road levy. 
Temporary financial relief for mu­ 
nicipalities which find themselves un­ 
able to operate without creating a 
deficit, is provided by a bill introduced 
in the, house by Representative Hunt 
of Lucas county. 
It would permit an 
extra tax levy of not more than two 
mills by majority vote of the electors 
to run for not more than four years, 
to take care of deficits originating 
prior to Jan. 1, 1924, and also for cur­ 
rent operating expenses, 
A bill to eliminate party emblems 
from the Australian ballot in Ohio 
elections and to adopt the Massachu­ 
setts plan was introduced in the sen­ 
ate by Senator Bender of Cuyahoga 
county. 
Senator Kumler, Preble county, In­ 
troduced another election bill, provid­ 
ing that in primary elections the bal­ 
lot shall indicate the county in which 
each candidate resides and, in the 
case of county commissioners, it shall 
show the townships. This is aimed to 
prevent confusion of 
names where 
candidates with the same name are 
running for one office. 
Senator Adair, Wayne couuty, pro­ 
posed an absent voter law. He would 
require voters wno expect to be ab­ 
sent on election day to go to the pre­ 
siding judge of the precinct and reg­

Whenever there is anything going on “over there” in w’hich 
we feel that we have an interest, say in the adjustment of af­ 
fairs in w’hich wTe had taken part, we have deemed it proper to 
have on hand an “observer” who makes it his business to keep 
our administration posted. 
This is quite a different thing from | 
an “entangling alliance” such as the League of Nations pro­ 
vided for and which w’e refused to take part in. 
We have not forgotten the noble words of

Washington in his Farewell Address: 
“Against the insidious 
wiles of foreign influence I congure you to believe 
me, 
fellow’ 
citizens, the jealousy of a free people ought to be constantly 
awake.”

Four millions of armed men and th irty billions of dollars, 
thrown into the scales of a struggle between the two greatest ag­ 
gregations o f political and military force ever known in history, 
would have bought any kind of world order and harmony th at 
the most idealistic could have desired. But thRs presupposes wis­ 
dom and foresight enough in the seats of the m ighty 
to 
have 
made the definite bargain before the price was paid. 
The bet­ 
ter acquainted with the innerm ost facts the thoughtful student 
f f politics and history becomes, the more obvious will be the 
truth of these rem arks. 
It does not follow, however, thai be­ 
cause we w ert to war with no agreem ents w hatever for achieving 
anything beyond a m ilitary victory, we are absolved from fu rth er 
responsibility. 
We would discredit every sacrifice that we Jiad 
mane. and we would ( ast doubt upon our high motives and good 
intentions, if w ' attem pted to resume precisely th at pose cf isola­ 
tion to which we were accustomed in pre-w'ar times. 
While we 
will not permit particular European prime m inisters, or cabinets, 
or foreign newspaper w riters, or visiting lecturers to instruct us 
in our duties and obligations, we will see realities from our own 
standpoint. 
Whenever there is anything going on “over there” in which 
we feel that we have an interest, say in the adjustm ent of a f­ 
fairs in which we had taken part, we have deemed it proper to 
have on hand an “observer” who makes it his business to keep 
our adm inistration posted. 
This is quite a different thing from 
an “entangeling alliance” such as the League of Nations pro­ 
vided for and which we refused to take part in. 
We have not forgotten the noble words of 
the 
im m ortal 
W ashington in his Farewell Address: 
“A gainst the insidious 
wiles of foreign influence I congure you to believe 
me. 
fellow

His article deals exhaustively with 
different phases of contagious disease 
and epidemics and under th e sub­ 
head. "spreading contagion.” says in 
part: "I come now to the mouth to 
mouth theory, with its 
variations, 
which I think are am ply sufficient to 
sc count 
for the spread of m ost con- j 
tagious diseases. W hen we consider 
th at the mouth is an ideal incubator ; 
for microbes, in that it has a proper 
and constant tem perature, 
m oisture j 
and nutrim ent, we can see how these: 
germs might lodge in the mouth and I 
multiply there and be transm itted to 
others, although the person him self 
mJgbt be im m une to infection by the 
disease In question. Transm ission by

kissing,

utensils, or objects like pencils so 
common among school children, and

public indictm ent is that general in­ 
competence is enthroned at W ashing- 
‘ ton."

Mr. Cox said: 
"If any Democrat

tared against the league in 1930, and 
that it wae regarded as conclusive, 
what about the tariff? 
We have been
